The 
need 
of 
additional 
school 
room has been discussed for a num ­ 
ber of years, and has been so thor­ 
oughly proven that there ought to 
be no necessity for further discus­ 
sion of this phase of the school ques­ 
tion. 
“To bond or not to bond" is a fair 
question for discussion. 


Under the proposed bond issue the 
first bonds become due in 1934 and 
continue on the basis of $10,000 per 
annum until 1948. 
It is the contention of a m ajority 
of the members of the Board cf 
Education that the present rate of 
Lvy Is sufficiently large to maintain 
the proposed schools, and, also, pro­ 
vide for the interest and retirement 
of $10,000 in bonds annually. 
This contention is supported by 
the experience of the Board for the 
past five years based on the present 
state supplemental aid and includ­ 
ing receipts from the Gross Earnings 
law. 
In the past it has been the custom 
of the state authorities to accept 
bond payments before maturity. 
The present tax rate with the dif­ 
ferent state aids should enable the 
Brainerd school district to begin in 
1929, 
and

sufficiently in advance of m aturity 
as to remove the necessity of a tax 
levy for that- purpose.

OREY ORE HIUll SCHOOL CORTE RELATED 


In the opinion of The Dispatch the communication in yester­ 
day’s issue was misleading in that it continually referred to the 
•building of two high schools, giving the impression that the con­ 
struction of two senior high schools was intended. 
Nothing is farther from the facts. The main reason for the 
construction of a school building on the so-called “Fill” site is to 
relieve the overcrowded condition in the Whittier and Lowell and 
Garfield grade schools, as these buildings now contain some 200 
grade pupils more than they should. 
Then the board rightfully decided while constructing a build­ 
ing for this purpose, to make it ample enough to also accommodate 
the 9th grade scholars of the north side and introduce the junior 
high school system, that is, using the high school method of teach­ 
ing the 7th and 8th grade, and including the 9th grade of the north 
side. 
We have no doubt that, if the writer of the communication 
lived in the northeast part ofthecity a mileanda half or more from 
the Washington building, and she had a daughter IO or ll years 
old in the 7th grade, she would much prefer to pay the small sum 
extra it would cost in taxes to have her daughter attend a junior 
high on the “Fill site”, than have her go a mile or more* to a junior 
high at the Washington building, requiring her to cross the numer­ 
ous dangerous tracks on 8th street. 
Keeping taxes down is a most commendable thing, but it 
should not be done to the detriment of the child life of the com­ 
munity. 
Vote “Yes” tomorrow on the various school questions is the 
advice of The Dispatch.

{building of two high schools, giving the impression that the con­ 
struction of two senior high schools was intended. 
Nothing is farther from the facts. 
The main reason for the 
construction of a school building on the so-called “Fill” site is to 
relieve the overcrowded condition in the Whittier and Lowell and I 
Garfield grade schools, as these buildings now contain some 200 
grade pupils more than they should. 
Then the board rightfully decided while constructing a build 
ing for this purpose, to make it ample enough to also accommodate 
the 9th grade scholars of the north side and introduce the junior 
high school system, that is, using the high school method of teach­ 
ing the 7th and 8th grade, and including the 9th grade of the nortl 
side. 
We have no doubt that, if the writer of the communication 
lived in the northeast part of the city a mile and a half or more from 
the Washington building, and she had a daughter IO or l l years 
old in the 7th grade, she would much prefer to pay the smali sum 
extra it would cost in taxes to have her daughter attend a junior 
high on the “Fill site”, than have her go a mile or more to a junioi 
high at the Washington building, requiring her to cross the numer 
ous dangerous tracks on 8th street. 
Keeping taxes down is a most commendable thing, but it 
should not be done to the detriment of the child life of the com­ 
munity. 
Vote “Yes” tomorrow on the various school questions is the 
advice of The Dispatch.
